Mr’ Justice A. D. Scholes 
ruled that the seamen were en- 
titled to back wages from 
August 1, 1956, until the dates 
of thelr return to Hongkong at 
various times in 1957 and 1958, 
Four should also be reimbursed 
for their alr pussages froin 
Bangkok to Hongkong. 

Mr Justice Scholes snid in his 
judgment he believed that the 
five plalntiffs—Chan Houal, 
Chan Wing-yuen, Wu Inge 
chong, Man Tim and Hartland 
Fung—all knew their vessel was 
carrying, iMegal immigrants but 
he added he was not satisiled 
that they were involved in 
smuggling themselves.

At UN School Set 
Example For Adults 


New York, Noy. 2. _. 


Diplomats at the United Nations often disagree. 
But all is harmony among diplomats’ children 
enrolled at the UN School. 


“We have no problem with 
the children getting along,” said 
Dr Ulf Osterganrd, na Dane, and 
the new director of the school 
where 45 nationalitics study the 
Three R’s in cither French or 
English, 


“Children seem to accept cach 
other at face valuc,” said Oster- 
gaord, a scholarly looking man 
of 43. "I think it is a lesson 
we adults might learn, 


“We may not always under- 
stand the thinking: or the cus- 
vons of another natlonality...or 
they, outs, But perhaps our 
autiitude should be, we won't 
question another's viewpoint 
even if we don't agree with it, 

“It is unfortunate that as we 
grow older, we grow inhibited.’ 

The United Natlons Schvol 
first opened its doors to children 
of UN personnel in the’ borough 
of Queens in 1947; now, tt has a 
branch also in a rented public 
school building in Manhattan. 

The two have a combined cn- 
rolment of 340 pupils, In 11 
grades including kindergarten. 

“We hope to increase to 13 
grades,” the director said, “Es- 
“pecially to help those children 
coming from Europe, so when 
they go back home they can 
readily fit into the programme of 
univorsitics.” 

Parents support the school 
through early. tuition of £200 
per pupil, and Osterganord sald 
the staff tries to keep a good 
part of the student body strictly 
American “so that the others 
can adnpt to the ways of the 
host country.” > 


STANDARD COURSES 


Each child is pre-tested before 
admission, and cnrolled not on 
the basis of high LQ, but “on 
general standard of ability,” the 
director said. 

In many ways, the UN School 
is comparable to any other 
grade or high school, in that 
standard courses ure taught. 
Most of the pupils have a smat- 
tering of ether English or 
French, which are used in the 
classroom, 

"But -becausc some of our 
pupils know only their native 
tongue, there has to be much 
more Individual instruction than 
in most other schools,” said 


In all the 45 nationalities 
represent 26 languages; and 
the stafY of 28 full-time and 
‘four part-time:  Lnstroctors 
knows o total of 15 languages, 


At the school, ambassadors’ 
sons and daughters mingle with 
children whose fathers hold 
much lesser rank at the UN; 
children from satellite nations 
sit beside thosc from the Free 
World; Moslem, Christlan and 
Jew; all take the Christmas and 
Easter holidays; White mingles 
with Negro; and Ostergaard 
said “there {gs no disc:imina- 
tion..,.we've never hod an 
inceldent.”—-UPT. '
